J.yb4 Lancaster 2Wth. Tne unirace meuals intended primarily for jewelry sucn as ^ 
pins, key chains, ear rings, etc. were issued in 38 mm. and 23 mm sizes, both in bronze 
and silver plated. They also come with ana without loops, making 8 varieties in ail. 
Relatively rew were available as medals and complete sets are difficult to obtain, so 
some of tne jewelry nas been usea with pins or clips removed. 

lyb4 Lincoln 2UUth. Tne 2u mm. medaiets were issued m both silver and gilt. The 
Concord Coacn is shown on one side with "Indian Head/Tne Fiume/Tne Pool/ Tne Basin/ 
Larayette Place" above. Tne otherside shoves a train, paper mills, etc. Quit4 scarce. 

iyb5 Orford 2uuth. Tne 32 mn. gilt medals come witn a loop . Tney were available 
a rew years afyer the celebration so they are not hard to find. 

lybb Dunbarton 20uth. The town seal in silver impressed in a 3b mm. Hey cnain tag 
0 r plastic seems to be quite scarce. 

iyb7 Nelson 20Oth. This 53 mm. pin is yellow with green letters. Very scarce. 

lybV Grantnam 2uoth. Tnis 57 mm. pin is white with red letters and black picture. 
Very scarce. 

ly67 Rumney 2uuth. This 44 mm. pin is red on white background. Very scarce. 

lyby Ellsworth 2uuth, Tne 35 mm. brass meoais have l 00 in trade on reverse in a 
beaded border, similar to tokens used at Pease and Grenier Air oases. "In Trade" is in 
an a flattened oval across tne bottom of the 1 and below the oo's. Fairly scarce. ♦

ly22". Rare. 

ly2y (?) Somerswornh, 2uuth? The 32 mm. white button has city seal in black only 
20 mm. in diameter. It reads "INCORPORATED A PARISH 172y" around top; "S0MERSW0RTH"on 
ribbon across center; with factories above and below; "A TOWN 1754. A CITY 18y3" around 
bottom. Rare. (Can anyone find out whether this button was used in connection with an 
anniversary celebration of for some other purpose.
